THE BILL WILL BE PASSED 


President Has Assurance of a 


Special Rule-Trie Day in 


Congress, 


Washington, Feb. 10.—The house 


committee on inter-state and foreign 
commerce today agreed to favorably 
report the Elkins anti-rebate bill, 
with certain amendment*. 


The committee recommends an 


amendment to the last provision of 
•cetion 3, striking out the words "or 
corporation," so the provision will 
lead, "but no person shall be prose- 
cuted or subjected to any penalty or 
forfeiture for or on account of any 
transaction, matter or thing concern- 
Ing which he may testify or produce 
evidence, documentary or otherwise, 
In such proceeding." 


The committee propose! that sec- 


tion 3 be further amended by the ad- 
dition of the following provision: 


"And provided that the provisions 


of 'an act to expedite the hearing and 
determination 
of suits 
in equity 


pending or hereafter brought under 
the acts of July 2, 1890, entitled an 
let to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints and mo- 
nopoly; an act to regulate commerce, 
approved February 4, 1887, or any 
other acts having a like purpose that 
may be hereafter enacted, approved 
February —, 1903,' shall apply to 
' *ny 'case prosecuted under the direc- 
tion of the attorney general In the 
name of the inter-state commerce 
commission."

Washington, Feb. 10.—In the sen- 


ate today the Bawlins resolution re- 
garding courts-martial cases in the 
Philippines was referred to the com- 
mittee on Philippines by a yea and 
nay vote, 36 to 23.

Does Not Believe Turkey's De- 


nial That an Army is Not 


Beine; Mobilized 


Paris, Feb. 10.—The officials here 


are not disposed to accept the porte's 
assurances that Turkey has no in- 
tention of mobilizing a large force of 
troops. 
When the Turkish denial 


was brought to the attention of the 
officials here who* have access to the 
governments sources of information 
the following reply was made: 


"We have received similar pacific 


assurances from Turkish sources, but 
our own information is positive and 
specific that orders for the mobiliza- 
tion have been actually given. This 
•was three days ago and -we are una-

dead and three wounded. Inspector

The body of insurgents formed the 


main 
force of the 
irreconcilable 


General San Miguel. 
The constab- 


ulary were divided into three detach- 
ments, which were scouting in the 
Maraquina valley. The detachment 
commanded 
by Inspector Harris 


came upon the enemy, who were in 
a strongly intrenched position. In- 
spector Harris fell at the first vol- 
ley, being hit five times. 


The detachment of constabulary, 


althoxigh outnumbered, held its posi- 
tion until Inspector Kelthly with the 
main force arrived, -when the enemy 
were put to rout. Their headquarters 
were captured and burned and the 
constabulary seized 
the records of 


General San Miguel, who claims that 
he succeeded to the command of the 
insurrectionary forces when the other 
generals surrendered.

Christian Advocate of Chicago, had 
spoken in a moat. enthusiastic way, 
declaring that there had been a mil- 
lion and a. half converts made by the 
Methodist church in the last four 
years. Dr. .Buckley disputed the ac- 
curacy of these figures. He declared 
that statistics showed that Method- 
ism was actually declining, in some 
of the eastern conferences, at any 
rate. He believed in looking at the 
facts and declared it was a grievous 
mistake to take an over-optimistic 
view. His statements

The 
reports .of the New York board of 
health tell us .that 10,000 die yearly 
in the city from consumption. This 
is one-seventh of the total number 
of deaths and represents 
'twenty- 


seven deaths-daily from this disease. 


"Last year the health authorities 


from various places, such as hospital 
wards, prisons, rooms of houses, and 
even street cars where coniumptivei 
have been, has been found to con- 
tain these germs, and animals inoc- 
ulated with them died of consump- 
tion. 


IMPOETAJJT 3.TJLES. 


"It is important; therefore, to de- 


stroy the expectoration of every con- 
sumptive. The disease is communi- 
cated from one to another by this 
intermediate agent, the dust contain- 
ing the germs.' If these are destroy- 
ed the disease is stamped out.. It is, 
therefore, a preventable disease. It 
has also been thoroughly established 
that the disease is not inherited.

that they must not be made to deal 
with their employers through 
the 


medium of the union. In the eyes of 
the law no distinction can exist be- 
tween union and non-union laborers. 
They simply are fellow servants of a

may make such secret agreements 
among themselves as they 
please. 


But such agreements cannot affect 
the rights of the minority, no matter 
how small it may be. There csfcn be 
no such thing as the majority rule 
among fellow.workmen in a common 
employment. .

Pennsylvania engine 7156 is in the 


shops, having her boiler tubes drawn 
tor the purpose of noting the effect of 
tht> Talmoge. water purifying system, 
which has been used on this engine 
for the past six months. Mr. Talmage, 
the Inventor of the system, is hero and 
witnessed the examination of the Inter- 
ior of the boiler. While the experi- 
ment may not have resulted entirely 
satisfactory to the inventor and the 
railway officials, the good effects were 
noticeable In the character of the de- 
posits on flues and boiler. The lime 
was less dense and more easily re- 
moved. In fact, it lacked that tenacity 
which characterizes the lime deposits 
of this section of the country when no 
agency is at work to soften them. The 
lime scale was easily removed froia 
the flues of this engine—in fact, a good 
portion of the deposit dropped oft 
when- the flues were pulled from the 
boiler. Engine 7156 has been in con- 
stant use on the western division of the 
road during the six months the test 
was in progress, which is about the 
usual time of service between such 
cleaning out of boilers as she is get- 
ting today. This section of country- 
northern Indiana and Ohio-^has the 
worst water for steam purposes of any 
along the line of the Pennsylvania rail- 
ways and it is on this account that ex- 
periments in a purifying way are being 
made.

Will Bridge East River. 


Orders for Nickel Rails. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 10.—Official an- 


nouncement of the building of the new 
bridge across the east river at Hell 
Gate, New York, by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad company, was made public 
last night by Col. Joseph U. Crawford, 
engineer of the branch lines of the 
Pennsylvania system. It will require 
about-'three years to complete the 
work. The bridge and its approaches 
will be two miles long. The central 
span will be 840 feet ia length. The 
bridge will be erected 135 feet above 
the water. It will extend from Port 
Morris, Harlem, to Randall's .Island; 
thence towards Ward's Island, and- 
froia that point to Long Island, where 
the Pennsylvania lines will be con- 
nected with the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad. . This connec- 
tion will form a direct' line between 
the New England and middle western 
states. 
• 


The Carnegie Steel company has ac- 


cepted orders for 9,000 tons of nickel- 
steel rails. Of this order the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad.will get 5,000 tons, the 
lines west 3,000 tons and the Baltimore 
and Ohio 1,000.
